The situation has an imjiortant effect 
in an area of current national concern. 
It is a major reason why many influen­ 
tial southerners have discouraged vio­ 
lent reactions on the school integration 
issue, why southern politicians have 
been remarkably moderate on the sub­ 
ject, why the hothead talk of estab­ 
lishing a third party for 19G0 is get­ 
ting nowhere. 


The wise southerner knows that as 
things are now, with his representa­ 
tives firmly at the congressional helm, 
the South exercises a national power 
far l>eyond its geographic, political or 
economic importance.
